Immediately after the train left 
Arbana two masked men with cocked 
revolvers entered the express car, 
They compelled Al. Scudder, the 
messenger, to throw up his hands, and 
they tied him securely. They then 
robbed the safe of packages containing 
several thousand dollars and other 
valuables. While at work a brake- 
man entered the car, and was shot at 
by one of the robbers. He gave the 
alarm and the train slowed up to give 
an opportunity to capture the robbers, 
but they jumped from the train just 
as it was entering West Liberty and 
disappeared in the darkness. 

Totepo (0.), Oct. 2.— Messenger 
Scudder was bound in his chair, and 
one of the robbers tried to kill him 
before leaving the car. Placing a re- 
volver at his head, he pulled the trig- 
ger, but the cartridge failed to ex- 
plode, and the other robber prevented 
him from trying again. 

When the train pulled out of West 
Liberty the two scoundrels again got 
aboard, holding the entire crew at 
bay. Scudder, who had been released, 
opened fire on them with a pistol from 
his car door, but was compelled to 
retire. The robbers kept on board 
untibBellefontaine was reached, when 
they again jum ped off and disappeared.

Violating the Law. 


While the editions of papers 
violating the law are seized in 
Cincinnati and in Alabama and the 
publishers are charged with crime 
aud-held to: ball, there appears to 
be official paralysis prevailing in 


San Francisco. Monday, says the 
Sacramento Record-Union, one ur 


the leading daily papers of that 
city came out with a column ad- 
vertisement of a Mexican lottery, 
and it must be assumed that the 
paper was sent through the mails 
to subscribers as usual. ‘This con- 
temptuous defiance of the law is 
amazing, especially on the part of 
a journal that is forever prating 
about the dignity of the law and 
the necessity of cultivating respect 
for it. 

The anti-lottery law prowides 
that no letter, postal card or cir- 
cular concerning any lottery, so- 
called gift concerns or other simi- 
lar enterprise, offering prizes 
dependent upon lot or chance (or 
coneerning schemes devised for the 
purpose of obtaining money or 
property under false pretenses), 
and no list of the drawings at any 
lottery or’similar scheme, aud no 
lottery ticket or part thereof, and 
no check, draft, bill, money, postal 
note or money order for the pur- 
chase of any ticket, tickets or part 
thereof, or of any share or any 
chance in such !ottery or gift en- 
terprise, shall be carried in the 
mail or delivered at or through 
any postofifice or branch thereof, or 
by any letter carrier; nor shall any 
newspaper, circular, pamphlet or 
publication of any kind containing 
any advertisement of any lottery 
or gift enterprise of any kind 
offering prizes dependent upon lot 
or chance, or contaiuing any list of 
prizes awarded at the drawings of 
any such lottery or gift enterprise, 
whether said list is any part of or 
all the drawing, be carried in the 
mail or delivered by any Post- 
master or letter carrier. 

It is made a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by not exceeding $500 fine 
or imprisonment for vot more than 
one year, or both, for any person 
to deposit or cause to be deposited 
anything to be carried through 
the mails in violation of the pre- 
ceding section, or that is forbidden 
to be carried through the mails 
by the Act. Violators of the law 
may be tried and punished either 
in the district of mailing or in the 
district to which the matter is 
mailed or semt. 

This ought to be sufficiently ex- 
plicit to suggest to the officials of 
the Government in San Francisco 
in what direction their duty lies.

TO ERADICATE WARTS. 


Some of the Many Superstitions About 

Getting Rid of Them. 
“ «Warts! exclaimed the oracle to the 
presiding member of the oyster cracker 
convention in a Main street grocery 
store in Lewiston Saturday. ‘I've had 
‘em. Yes, sir, I’ve had ’em, but I 
charmed ’em away.” 

After this statement, says the Lewis- 
ton (Me.) Journal, the members of the 
convention fell into silence, consider- 
ing the departed warty days of youth. 
“Ifa man will write down the number 
of warts that he has on his hands on 
the hat-band of a tramp without the 
tramp knowing it the latter will carry 
the warts away with him,” suggested 
George William, the elderly oracle on 
warts, after a long silence. ‘Warts 
used to give in,” he continued, ‘‘when 
you cut one aotch on a green elder stick 
for every wart you had and then rubbed 
the stick on each wart and then buried 
itin the barnyard until itrots. That 
fixes ’em. Take a black snail, rub him 
on the warts and then stick him ona 
thorn bush. Do this nine successive 
nights and the snails and the warts will 
be dead together.” 

“Chalk marks on the stove funnel 
used to fix my warts,” said the chairman 
of the meeting. ‘‘Get em on when no- 
body could see you and when they dis- 
appeared the warts went too.
